In Rochester the ceremonies began on Sunday be- 
gan with a gathering at 12:00 noon at Town Hall near the 
Civil War Memorial. Members of the Board of Selectmen 
along with the Police and Fire Departments led honored 
guest. State Representative William Straus, as well as the 
people of the town in a very dignified service that was 
punctuated by its tone of respect and admiration for the 
armed forces. The ceremony began with the New Bedford 
High School JROTC Color guard presenting the flag at the 
front of a procession that marched from Town Hall to the 
Rochester Honor Roll Memorial on Route 105. 

With the Rochester Memorial School Band play- 
ing a selection of patriotic songs the procession, which 
also included members of the local Boy Scout, Cub Scout 
and Girl Scout troops, arrived at the memorial at Daggett 
Square. Selectmen Bradford Morse, Richard Nunes and 
Dan McGaffey took turns reading the names of each ser- 
viceman on the memorial honoring soldiers who fought 
in the wars of the twentieth century. The playing of taps 
and a salute by firing squad for the men who had fallen in 
these wars followed the reading. The procession then re- 
turned to Plumb Corner and Town Hall where the Town's 
Civil War memorial stands. 

Upon returning to Town Hall, Judge Chris Byron 
recited the Gettysburg Address. Mr. Nunes introduced 
Representative William Straus who noted that sacrifices 
included not only the lives of those who died in the coun- 
tries various wars but also spoke to the sacrifices of all

who served in time of need. He remembered the wound- 
ed and those affected by the experiences of war saying, 
"Memorial Day is a time to remember the sacrifices made 
by all of the men and women who gave of themselves for 
their fellow countrymen. Perhaps the best remembrance 
we can give is to simply and solemnly read the names of 
the dead.'' Following Representative Straus' address, the 
Selectmen again read the names of the servicemen on the 
memorial followed by another playing of taps. 

In his benediction, Rochester Congregational 
Church's pastor. The Reverend Dr. Leo Christian, made 
a prayer for peace and asked those in attendance to think 
of the men and women who are presently in harms way 
in what is becoming a very long war in Iraq. He prayed

In Marion a crowd of several hundred people 
turned out at the start of the day on Monday for services 
at the war memorial in front of the town's Music Hall at 
9:00 am. Members of the Benjamin D. Gushing Post 2425 
VFW began the day by placing flags at the foot of the 
monument while Joseph Zora Sr. placed a wreath at the 
statue's base to honor the men and women of Marion who 
answered the call and fell in the line of duty during the 
Nation's formative years. ORR students Chelsea Nectow 
and Coby Williamson lent their voices to the proceedings 
as Ms. Nectow sang a song and Mr. Williamson recited 
the Gettysburg address.

have absolutely no interruptions. This means that no 
announcements are to be made during first and second 
blocks, while the exams are being taken. A few seniors 
admitted that the announcements were first planned to be 
done after the testing was completed but, caught up in the 
excitement of the prank, they jumped the gun. 

A buzz began to transfer throughout the school 
about the announcement. Everyone wanted to know 
who the culprits were, how they cracked into the sys- 
tem and where they were hiding out. It was apparent 
that they must have been stationed somewhere private 
since more announcements were being made throughout 
the early morning. Although this prank began seeming 
like an innocent trick, it soon spun into a whirlwind of 
complete chaos. Police were brought in while news that 
two students, caught for making the statements over the 
loudspeaker, were now suffering the consequences. Some 
people were saying that they were suspended from the 
final exams, some said they would not be able to graduate 
with the class and not be able to attend prom. 

Fellow students were outraged that a simple 
prank had become such a big ordeal. Quickly they formed 
a plan that mirrored exactly the type of behavior they 
had learned in history class, to make a "peaceful protest.'' 
Students came together for a sit-in outside of the school's 
main office. Signs that urged the freeing of those who 
were involved and now in trouble were being held. 

The protest was eventually disbanded by police. 
Two seniors, Thomas Buckley and Zachary Sherman, 
refused to move, trying to voice their own rights and were 
therefore charged for disorderly conduct. A lot of the oth- 
ers proceeded back to class, feeling as though the cause 
they were fighting for wasn't worth losing their privileg- 
es. Ironically enough, many of those involved didn't even 
truly understand what the commotion was even about. 
It was just that they were finally feeling able to stand up 
against the administration that rules over them every day. 
For the kids, it was finally an opportunity to feel some 
kind of power. 

Those may say that the behaviors of these stu- 
dents were justified, while other might argue that they 
were completely disrespectful; however, I think everyone 
can agree that the day did provide the most excitement

Marion Voters Approve Police Station, 

Elect Gushing 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Voters in Marion narrowly approved a Proposi- 
tion 2-1/2 override to fund a new $3.8 million Police Sta- 
tion during the Annual Town Election held at the Marion 
Music Hall on Friday, May 23. The only referendum ques- 
tion on the ballot, the measure passed 574 to 553, with 43 
blanks. 

"So the Police Station passed by about 20 votes,'' 
Town Clerk Ray Pickles announced shortly after reading 
the results at the polls. 

The last proposal to construct a new Police Station 
on land donated to the town by Tabor Academy passed 
at Town Meeting but resulted in a tie at the polls, thereby 
failing. But a revised, scaled-down project was brought 
back before voters this year and managed to finally garner 
support on both Town Meeting floor and at the ballot box. 

Like the Police Station, tenacity also seemed to 
pay off this year for Stephen M. Cushing, who finally won 
a three-year seat on the Board of Selectmen during his 
fourth attempt, taking the seat vacated by former Select- 
man Andrew Jeffrey. Mr. Cushing handily beat former 
Selectman Joseph P. Zora Sr. with a vote count of 796 to 
324, respectively.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease ? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic bullseye shaped 
mark.

in there and get it cleaned up so it could be used as an 
emergency evacuation route. We do own the land, but we 
don't own the land where the road currently is.'' 

Mr. Denham said they discontinued a portion of 
the road in 1932. "What was discontinued was a branch, 
or a slur, off Old Slough Road," he said. "But according to 
the 1810 layout, there is no branch. So we're spent a con- 
siderable amount of time researching town documents to 
determine where the (acceptable) road way needs to be." 

In order to proceed, Mr. Denham suggested they 
have a survey of the road conducted at the estimated cost 
of $20,000. 

"Every year, when Hurricane Season approaches, 
people say we should have an evacuation route from 
Point Connett," Mr. Denham said. 

"I agree with (Mr. Denham)," Fire Chief Ronald 
Scott said. "I think people ought to really consider pay- 
ing attention to make sure they evacuate when we say 
evacuate. We don't pull the trigger early ... I know during 
Hurricane Bob we lost a lot on Point Connett." 

One of Chief Scott's concerns, however, was his 
ability to get a fire truck or apparatus down the road, 
even if it is cleared as an access route. "I can't commit a 
fire truck to that road," he said. 

"I would question the advisability of spending 
$20,000 to clear a road that won't be passable during an 
emergency," Chairman Lombard said. 

With that, the board decided to forgo spending

van is requesting relief in this matter and asked that he be 
given a skiff space because the ruling has changed on the 
maximum beam size for eligible skiffs. 

"The whole reason this came about v\^as at low 
water where I am, I have a hard time getting out/' Mr. 
Sullivan said. 'T noticed there has been an open skiff 
space ... and I asked Mr. Mach and he told me there is a 
space there but it is unoccupied. All Fm asking is that I be 
grandfathered. I was on the list prior to the (regulation) 
change and Fm asking that I be able to transfer with that 
skiff.'' 

"We make a rule and things were in place before 
the rule was made," Chairman Lombard said. "If you 
were to go out tomorrow and buy a boat, Fd expect you 
to buy a boat that's 65 inches wide.

need to look at the plans and see if there's any way to find 
some savings. I thought it was a good plan to begin with/' 

Selectman Randall asked who owned the land 
adjacent to the Mattapoisett Police Station, on the side 
opposite the new housing units. He suggested looking at 
that property for a combined police/ fire station might be 
a good option. 

"I think we missed the boat back then ... to make 
a combination police and fire station/' Selectman Randall 
said. "I think if we combine, we can save." 

"I agree with you, but that was before my time," 
Selectman Collyer said. "Should it have been done 20-plus 
years ago? Absolutely." 

Fire Chief Scott said he would revisit the cost 
estimates he has in hand and update them while looking 
at other options for the project.

Selectman Blanchette also expressed concern over 
the availability of parking for the establishment. Mr. Mon- 
ger has apparently obtained permission from an abutter 
to use his property for additional parking. 

"The situation is you're now using up to 24 
spaces on his property/' Selectman Blanchette said. 'Tf he 
decides to do something with his (own) property, we're 
going to have a huge parking issue." 

"It looks like reasonable effort has been made to 
isolate the parking area and to add some sound attenu- 
ation between the patio (and the neighbors)/' Chairman 
Henry said. "I would have to infer that the absence of 
people from the neighborhood speaks volumes. Even 
though this is an expansion, there doesn't seem to be a 
strident objection." 

"Mr. Monger has met all the stipulations made 
by the Planning Board as far as parking and noise abate- 
ment," said Planning Board member Joseph Napoli. "We 
have held many meetings on this application going back 
several months. One neighbor, Mrs. Sylvia, attended and 
gave the expansion her blessing. We have had no other 
neighbor attend our Planning Board meetings." 

"The lack of neighbors basically reflects the 
resignation of the neighborhood," abutter Albin Johnson 
suggested. "We've attended previous meetings and have 
been ignored." 

"Since I bought the Sippican Cafe in July of last 
year, I've constantly been addressing the parking issue,"

Mr. Monger said. "Since I expanded the restaurant and 
doubled the parking, there has never been any need for 
anyone to park along Spring Street.'' 

"There appears to have been adequate steps taken 
to obviate the parking problem/' Chairman Henry said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove Mr. Monger's application to expand his establish- 
ment into an outdoor patio area. 

At 7:37 pm the board opened a hearing upon a 
request for a new Alcohol License for Leo's Wine and 
Cheese Cellar located at 313 Wareham Street (Route 6) in 
Marion. 

"The wine is to be sold in conjunction with the 
specialty foods ... it's not an open liquor store application, 
per se," said Attorney Elizabeth Kunz, who was repre- 
senting owners Sherri Leo and Melissa Tablot. "I think 
here where we have a liquor store to one side, you have to 
look at that, but this is a specialized wine and food store ... 
and it's not intended to be in competition with the general 
liquor stores (in town)." 

According to abutter Ed Strawn, who owns the 
Marion Country Package Store directly adjacent to the 
proposed establishment, he objects to the issuance of this 
permit. "There are already four (package store) permits in 
Marion, I don't think we need another one," he said. 

"Marion Country Package Store at 311 Wareham 
Street has well-served the community for over 20 years," 
wrote property owner Robert E. Mower. "It has good

with a policy for third-party ambulance billing. However, 
in light of the recent Town Meeting vote to reconsider this 
decision, Mr. Dawson said they will first evaluate bid pro- 
posals from various vendors and then solicit citizen input 
via a public hearing before making a final decision. 

"I will note the vote taken at Town Meeting was 
an advisory one, but I think we need to respect the will of 
voters,'' Mr. Dawson said. 

'T think doing so sets a precedent,'' Chairman 
Henry said. "We've already made a decision and gone 
through several public forums here. I don't recommend 
that we take the course that you've outlined." 

"I absolutely think we should have a public 
hearing," Selectman Blanchette said. "The Town Meeting 
voted and asked that we have one. My feeling is simply 
that we absolutely should listen to Town Meeting and 
have hearings on this issue. I know that we voted, but I 
still feel the same way." 

"Ultimately the vote at Town Meeting was to 
hold a public hearing to receive citizen input on the deci- 
sion made to go to third-party billing for the ambulance 
service," Mr. Dawson said. 

"As a member of the Finance Committee, we 
were in full agreement that we should go to third-party 
billing," Selectman Cushing added. 

"I'm not unwilling to follow a Town Meeting 
directive, but I think this is going to set a precedent and 
mire a process that was, in itself, two years in the mak- 
ing," Chairman Henry said. "I just think the danger here 
is in purely governmental terms. We've added something 
that is not part and parcel of the democratic process, de- 
spite the Town Meeting vote." 

"The other suggestion I have is we put the draft 
ambulance billing policy out there on June 10," Mr. Daw- 
son said. "That will give everyone time to digest it and 
offer feedback during the public hearing. My recommen-

SouthCoast Rail Review 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, New England 
District, and the Massachusetts Environmental Policy Act 
(MEPA) Office of the Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Energy and Environmental Affairs will conduct a coor- 
dinated review of an Environmental Impact Statement/ 
Environmental Impact Report (EIS/EIR) for the South 
Coast Rail Project proposed by the Massachusetts Execu- 
tive Office of Transportation and Public Works (EOT) to 
determine its environmental impacts. 

EOT is seeking a Corps of Engineers permit 
under Section 404 of the Clean Water Act to discharge fill 
material in up to 14 acres of waters of the United States, 
including wetlands, incidental to establishment of com- 
muter rail service between Boston and New Bedford and 
Fall River. They are also seeking an environmental review 
and permits from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA) 
requires that the lead federal agency in an environmental 
review make a determination whether an environmental 
assessment or EIS is required. An EIS determination is 
made when the lead federal agency finds that the propos- 
al represents potential significant environmental impacts 
and represents a major federal action significantly affect- 
ing the quality of the human environment. The Corps 
made its determination to conduct an EIS on May 7, 2008. 

The Massachusetts Environmental Policy Act 
(MEPA) requires that EOT evaluate the project and its

tives. In the interest of good government, the Corps and 
MEPA will collaborate in the coordinated review of the 
EIS/EIR/' said Christine Godfrey, the Chief of Regulatory 
Division at the Corps' New England District. "As lead 
federal agency on the EIS/EIR, the Corps looks forward 
to working with the other federal, state and local resource 
agencies and the public on understanding all the impacts 
associated with this proposed rail project as it pertains to 
the transportation needs and smart growth initiatives of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts/' 

The EIS/EIR is expected to be completed by 
spring 2010 depending on the complexity and range of 
the issues involved and the studies that may be required. 
Officials expect to build on the information that is already 
available and the studies that have been conducted in the 
past. 

"For a large and complex project that requires 
both state and federal approvals, a coordinated environ- 
mental review is the best way to bring all the relevant 
information to light for public comment," said Deerin 
Babb-Brott, Director of the state MEPA Office. "Secretary 
Ian Bowles appreciates the Corps' willingness to under- 
take this coordinated review, and I look forward to work- 
ing with the Corps throughout the process."

Whip It Good

Indiana Jones and the Kingdom of the Crystal Skull, Starring 
Harrison Ford and Gate Blanchett. Directed by Steven Spiel- 
berg. Running time: 122 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Of all the emotions fighting for domiaance as the end credits rolled on 
Indiana Jones and the Kingdom of the Crystal Skull — satisfaction, joy, even a pang 
of bittersweet sadness — the one that won out, for me, was relief. They'd done 
it — ''they," of course, being Steven Spielberg, George Lucas, and Harrison 
Ford. They had brought Indy back to us, our Indy, and they hadn't screwed it 
up. Better still, they'd involved him in a cracking good tale very much in the 
tradition of the previous three adventures. Underneath it all is the hunger of 
all three to prove they can still pack a punch, draw back a curtain and make 
you gasp or laugh or both at once. Even as a die-hard Indy fan, I was nervously 
prepared for this outing to be lame and redundant. But I don't quite understand 
the naysayers on this one: Crystal Skull delivers. 

A bit saggier in the jowls but no less inquisitive, tenacious, or witheringly 
sarcastic in the face of big evil lugs. Ford's Indy is still teaching and still running 
afoul of people who want ancient doo-dads. It's 1957, when the Russians were 
the big bads, and they seem to thiak psychic powers wiU help them rule the 
world. One of their number, Iriaa Spaiko (Gate Blanchett, campiag and vamping 
deliciously), wants Indy to lead her and her miaions to a crystal skull hidden 
amid the leaves, mummies and vicious ants of Peru. Along the way, Indy casts 
off a duplicitous partner (Ray Wiastone), picks up a greaser sidekicknamed Mutt 
Williams (Shia LaBeouf, who acquits himself with humor and grace despite the 
sneering of many fanboys), fiads old colleague Harold Oxley (John Hurt), who 
appears to have been addled by his exposure to the skuU, and reunites with his 
great lost love Marion Ravenwood (Karen AUen). 

Part of what makes Crystal Skull work for a part of the audience is the 
weight of nostalgia, the long gap between it and the last film {Indiana Jones and 
the Last Crusade, nom 1989) — on some level it's a farewell-tour package where 
the members of the band put on one last spectacular arena show. At least I hove 
it's a farewell — any more after this would probably be pushing it. How's tne 
action? Spielberg stages it with a seemingly long-forgotten instiact for the me- 
chanics of momentum and release. Other than an expendable bit involviag Mutt 
and some monkeys (I smell Lucas all over that one), the sequences — clipped 
together by Michael Kahn with his usual unearthly mix of smooth and sharp 



— joia suspense and comedy in just the right old way. And seeing Indy delve 
once agaia iato some godforsaken cobwebby place where less cautious others 
have died and rotted just made me illogically blissful. 

It occurs to me that Ford is often only as good as the co-stars who can bring 
out his snark and his vukierability in equal measure. In recent years it's mainly 
just been him up there, straiaing to keep some thinly written thriUer or drama 
afloat. Here he works opposite the disdaia of youth (LaBeouf), the hauteur of 
evil (Blanchett), the babbliag of a cracked mystic (Hurt), and the fury of a woman 
scorned (AUen), though this last gentles into the familiar spiky rhythm of "Jones, 
you bastard, I love you! Now save us, you idiot!" The more detached reviewers 
can tell you exactly why David Koepp's script is so blatantly contrived as to 
reteam Indy and Marion, but some of us have been waitiag twenty-seven years 
to see these two together again, and if they had launched into a Bollywood song 
and dance it would not have blemished my gratitude one iota. 

The movie plays and sounds like a viatage Indy film, though it looks subtly 
different, sometimes not so subtly. Douglas Slocombe, who shot the previous 
entries, was a sorcerer conjuriag deep shades of tan and red and blue. The 
images popped. Here, Spielberg replaces the long-retired Slocombe with his 
ciaematographer siace Schindler's List, Janusz Kamiaski, whose palette is a bit 
more washed-out. But I grew to accept this: Indy is grayer, we all are, and so is 
the film, which seems to truly launch with a saddeniag moment when Indy takes 
stock of the people he's lost. So when Indy maneuvers around the long-dead 
ia their crypts this time, he may see more m them now than he's comfortable 
with. Crystal Skull tips its fedora warily to the march of time — I can't adequately 
express how jarriag it is to hear rock 'n' roU ia an Indy film, as it's meant to be. 
But that doesn't mean we're not still transported and rejuvenated by the journey. 
By the last scene, with Harrison Ford looldng goofily happy ia his bow tie, some 
of us can't help grinning right along with him. That's entertainment.
